HONORS TO "HE DEPARTED BRAVE.

Dodiention of a Montument In Wikcons
sin to the Snldiers of the Union from
Wiscomsin who Perishoed om the Fileid
of Battle,

Recent papers from Wisconzin gave an ao-
count of the uncovering and dedication, at
Lancaster, in Grant county, of a noble and
vory costly monament to the brave sons of
that county, seven hundred and #fty in num-
ber, who went forth to fight in the canse of
the Union, and foll in its defense. The monn-
ment 0oat about §5000, and was paid for in the
largest part by subsoriptions in small
amounta by nearly every perdon of characler
in the county.

THRE MONUMERT

is placed in the northeast corner of the Court

House aquars, and is of most benutiful design

and elegant finish, It is made of the purest

white marble; the main shaft {8 twenty-aix
fost high; the sub-base seven feet and the base
five foet square; the first die upon which the
inroriptions are wronght thres and a hall feet
gquare, surmonnted by a oap and cornies, and
indented by means of raised corners. Over
this is the second dis npon which the smblams
are carved, which s twenty-four inches
gqnare and thirty inches ligh, from which
the column tapers to the top. On the east
side of the lirst gquare die is a beantilul laurel
wreath, within which {8 inscribed the fol
lowing:—

"DEDICATED
Lo the memory of the
brave soldiers of Grant coanty,

who 1oil In defense of umverial
liberty 1o the grest Rebellion of A, D.

341,
This marble fecords thele nares.
The muny bloody batiis-tieids of the Soulh
cOllain thelr nshea.
Thelr memory I8 foraver enshelned
In the hearts of thelr counteymen,”

Over this, on the second die, are a couple of
American flags, a cannon and an anchor,
gpanned above by an aro,

On the north side is inscribed: —

“We here highly resolve thnt these honored dead
shall not have dled In vain: that this nation, nnder
God, shall have o nuw birth of fresdom, and that gov-

ernmaent of the people by the people shall not
from the enrth,” peoy parish

Over this, on the second die, is out the anchor
of hope, garlanded with laurel leaves, resting
upon the Holy Bible,

On the west side the following conplet—a
translation of the inscription i’oumf on a monu-
ment at Thermopylw—is engraved: —

"{lo, siranger, to your countey toll

For ber we louglhit—were buried whero wae fell,

Over this are four swords and monntings,
grouped together.

On the south side is this quotation from
Lincoln'a emancipation proclamation: —

"'I do order wnd deolare that wil persons held as
slaves * * ¥ areand bepeetortl: shall be free.”

And over this a pair of broken shackles up-
held by a right hand.

The column is surmounted by an eagle
standing on a globe with outstretched wings,
holding & wreath in its beak. The design of
the whole monument is elegant, chaste, and
appropriate,

‘he orator of the occasion was the Hom.
Matthew H. Carpenter, well known as one of
the most eloguent and ablest lawyers
of the Northwest, and mnow spoken of us a
candidate of the Republican party for the
Benate of the United Stales, in ease of any
vacancy.

Mr. Carpenter spoke without notes. Wae
cannot pretend to give more than an idea of
his remarks, He said:—*“We are met to de-
dicate this beantiful monument erected to the
memory of those who Lhave fallem to re-
store our institutions to their original condi-
tion. As to thogs who had fallen, it was pro-
per to inquire whether they fell in defense of
justice or injustice, battling for the right or
for some wrong; becanse npon that question
dependod the other question whether they
were mere slain minions of oppression, or holy
martyrs of liberty, entitled to our respect and
the respect and veneration of all generations;
that this would make it necessary to discuss
the issnes that led to the war, what the war
had sccomplished, and the duties of patriot-
ism which the war has cast upon us."

In justification of this line of remarks, Mr.
Carpenter read from that eloguent and im-
pressive remnant of ancient literature, Peri-
cles’ funeral oration at the close of the first
year of the Peloponnesian war.

After speaking of the advantages of Athens
in other respects, Pericles says:—

“Hut by what Institutions we have risen to empire
=by whut form of ciyil polity—whist dispositions
sud habits of hife we bave sitaloed oor greatness, [
mhall tirst point out, and then proceesd Lo the celebra-
tion ol these our ﬁaplrlod worthies. Such nre, I
conoelve, toples whose discussion Is neliher unsalt-
able to the present solemuliy, nor unprofilable o be
heard by this numerons assemblage of bystanders,
both citizens and stirangers,

“We enjoy, then, s form of ioternmﬂnl not framed
on an imiistion of the instilutions of pelghboring
Sintes, but are ourselves rather a model to, thap
imitauve of, others; and which, from the Government
belng administersd, not 1or the fow, but lor the any,
Is denomipated a democrsey, According Lo Its laws,
ell partieipate o an equality of righis as o the detor-
miuntion of private soits, snd every ons In prelerrad
to publc oflice with n mﬁm to the reputation he
holds, ana aovording s each s In estimation lor any
thing; not so much as belpg of & purticular class, as

r Liis peraonal merit. Nor s any man, who oal, in
whnlever way, reader service w the Sinte, kept back
on account of poyverty or obscuriky of character."”

“Yet this noble lan e,’’ said Mr, Car-

tar, “was uttered In a city filled with

slaves. The idea had not then been convelved
of a government, or commouwealth, in which
all men, withont regard to nationality or acvi-
dents of birth or fortunme, shonld be held as
equal before the law. Previous to the advent
of Chriat no one dreamed, no philogopher medi-
tated, no poet sang of the universal brother-
hood of man., Governments were erected for
the bemefit of & single pation or class, often for
a small territory or single city. 'When Pericles
said, ‘all participate in an equality of rights,’
eto., he meant all Athenians so partivipated.

“Dut it is the crnwuin‘fuglory of our holy re-

ligion that it was intended, and is destined, to
reform all things that pertain to or 8 glng
from man. Jesus oame to establish & king-
dom, or, a8 we now say, a State, mrmmt_:.nity,
or commonwealth, pot for a particular State,
race, or color, but for man; for all times, for
all generations. He therefore laid its foun-
dations broad and deep. It knew no distine-
tions of nationalities, or of caste, or of color.
Jow and Gentile, Greok and Barbarian, bond
and free, were invited te his standard, bap-
tized into His kingdom, and mnde equal in par-
ticipation of benefits, each being eatimated for
his own character and conduet, and not pre-
ferred becaunse he was born in this oity or that
mountain,

**In our own country, in the memorable year
1776, the same idea was then for the firat lime
carried into the ’Fhilusophy of government on
a grand seale.  Then for the first time was it
announced, not that all Americans, not all
Englishmen, not all Frenchmen, bat all men,
are created equal, apd ¢qually entitled to &
voles in the Uovernmeny which digposes of
their libertiea, their property, and thelr lives.
This was the new idea that has rendered that
day immortal in the afeclions of men, To
sustain their declaration our fathers pledged
their lives, their fortunes, and their sacred
lonor. For seven long years the contest was
waged, on terms most unequal, by a handtul
of liberty-loving men, without armies or
pavies, alliances or revenne, nfnlnst the mis.
dress of the seas, and ope of the most power-

ful monarchies then on the earth. But the
result was never doubifnl, The battle is not
always to the strong. (God was on the throus
of the universe, nor slumbering nor slesping;
and truth and justice prevailed over injustice
and opprersion.

#Then onr fathers mat and framed a conatitu-

tion of government designed to carry into
practios the truths contained in this declara
tlon. Bot they were statesmen, not fanatioa.
Blavery wag a fact in twelve of the thirtesn
States. They did not jnstantly and by vio-
Jence eradicate it from the woof and web of
goclety; though they did establish a form of
government, with suoh discriminations in
tavor of liberty, as, in their opinion, wonld
geonre the speedy destrnotion of slavery. BSo
the Son of Man established the Kingdom of
God. He came into & world cursed with sin,
wet with tears, filled with iniquity, He could
have called legions of anguls to enforoe and
exceute His plans, and establish His authority
and dominion among men. But He knew a
better way, Howasted no time or strength in
cleansing the stream, but songht to purify the
fonntain. e laid no ediets upon the details
of human actions, He taught pure principles,
and Jaid His hand upon the hearts of men,
kpowing that if they were made right, the
streams that issne therefrom, the currents of
human action, wonld take care of themselyes,
Our fathers did likewise, and trusted to the
i provements of time and the coursea of
Divine Providence to accomplish in all our
borders universal freedom and equal rights
among all men, as men, and beoanse men.”’
Mr. Carpenter then traced at length the
cauges and the faot of chiange of sentiment in
the South in regard to slavery, and showad,
step by step, how the difference of opinion
upon this subject between the North and the
BSouth led to war. The real igane involved in
the war was the extension of slavery. The
brave men to whode memory this monument
was erected were, therefore, the champions of
liberty, They fell to reducs the boast of Peri-
oles to a practical and universal fact, as to onur
institutions. In such a contest they succeeded,
of course. When such a contest begins, all
wen may safely prediet the result. When
sight fails faith may go on and ohant the songs
of liberty's triumphs, for such trinmph {s sure
to come in God's good time. Trath will pre-
vail over faleehood, right over wrong, liberty
over slavery, as long as God superintends the
affuirs of men. But the patriot has much to
do for all that, The results are to be s se-
oured that no other war will be necessary to
make good the Declaration of Independence.
The eloquent orator then procesded to
counsel effort at securing wise and patriotic
representatives—etfort, vigilanve, liberality,
ete.
The speaker was frequently interrupted Ly
lond cheers and applause, the assembly testi-
fying their hearty concurrence in the senti-
ments expressed in the most emphatic manner,
After the oration the monument was dedi-
ented by the Governor of Wisoongin, with im-
pressive ceremonies.
